1« Project CACARAKA was initiated in January 1953 «ith the 

of securing a successor to CARBOHYDRATE in the East Berlin 
Volkapollsei* CARBOHIDRATK himself caadocted the first assessment 
and recraitasnt nsssares on CACARAKA, shoo he had recommended for 
the Job* The first contact between a member of this agency and

There CACARAHA 2 related the following accounts On 21 Kay at ap-

The three wen vers* Pater SCHULZ, fxra SCHULZ, and Tm MRTAtfT. They 
searched the apartnant in a perfunctory wanner, and Pster SCHULZ, who 
vas In charge, warned CACA RA HA f each tine he cane across something 
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This com p romising wtulal 
MMlstsd of western literature, pictures of Hitler, and Vest 
German money* *ba search, being perfunctory, did not ton qp the 
doomwnts which CACARWA had hidden In the acartmeat preparatory *• 
bringing them to hla Meet mooting with CL — 2 (this notarial 
CACARABA 2 lator burned*) At approodnatoly 1730 that ana day, tho 
3 man oaeortod CACARAKA 2 to tho Police Praeaidlxst* Thoro aha was 
Interrogated until apprurisatoly t6j0 tho followii* naming (22 Hay) 
by Poliseiret fm BE/SCCT^, Oberteomralaear fan HZXB&OSS, and Oberrat 
fm OROariBa* (Tho flrat 2 of thosa 3 nan belong to tho "Iaspoktioas- 
which handlaa subversive matter* pertaining to mashers of tho 
Police Fraeeidtnm} tho third la chief of tho Secretariat*) Tho inter* 
rogation waa concentrated open the connections a gi sti n g between CACAPABA 
and CACARABA 2 and CAHBORIBRATB* CACARAKA 2 at flrat adaltted only to 
knowing CARBOHYDRATE slightly* purely in * acetal way. Sho denied that 
As and CACARAKA had boon at the how Tear’s >e party (1952-1953) given 
CA8B0HTDRATE (which they had In fact attended)* Tho interrogators 
thoc told her that they ka am for certain that she and hor husband had 
bean at the party* . CACARABA 2 then demanded that aha bo allowed to 
sat hor husbaadj surprisingly enough, CACARAKA himself was immediately 
br o ugh t Into tho room* CACARAKA told hla wife that it was all right 
to adalt that thoy had boon at CAHBOKXBRAfH , e Bow Tear* a Sr* Party, 
and that ha had already told hla interrogator* that they wore social 
friends with GARBOftttXUTZ and his family* CACARAKA said the word "social* 
in sash a m anner that CACARABA 2 know laadUhdy that aha ahoold admit 
everthing which could bo mlalnsd on the basis of a partly friendly 
aooial relationship with CABBCpTCRATS. CACABABA was than taken from 
the room, and tbs Interrogation oen timed* The interrogators asked 
her w hether she had read the letter bar husband ra sa t r ed from C ARB0- 
HH3RATK in January* (This letter had boon written by CAR9QR2HULTE 
aakjng GAC ABABA to Wlslt bin In Vest Berlin - It was tho first step 
in tho rsprultmaat of CACARAKA*) CACARAKA 2 then an sw er e d that aha 
could not r a m as ke r aay such letter f the intorrogatora thereupon 
quoted the contents of the letter verbatim* OiCARABA 2 at this point 
realised that there was no use in pretending about the latter* She 
therefore said that aha "vaguely* rswdsrtd It* From this movant 
on, the interrogators be cam e a great deal more friendly, and all 
farther questions pertained to the relationship aha and her husband 
had had with CARBQ£CD&1?8 after the latter’s defection to tho Vest* 
CA CARAKA 2 stated that as far as she knew, her husband had visited 
CAJUHSXDRAtB only suae after, the arrival of the latter* All other 
questions thereafter were answered by hor with "I ain't romamhsr*,

the and of the Interrogation CACARAKA 2 demanded that she bo told 
the enact chargee under whioh her husband was being hold, in order 
that she might get is touch with a lawyer* (CACARAKA 2 at eoa time 
worked In the Hlniatxy of Justice, and Is acquainted with acme 
lnfZaoutiAl wen thers*) Both BKRHSCJTCK and OROESIRO bogged her not 
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to take toy rach steps at the tow ni , bew ai l they wild like the 
natter to rtwHn In Seat Berlin Police channel* If possible* At 
approximately 0700 (22 my), the mu eeeertsd beek to her apartment 
and placed under houee amei* A Volkspolislst and a Volkapollaistin 
stayed In the apartment with her until the Afunwoe of 2b May* 
CiCOAMA 2 spent all day Monday, 25 May, obeerr inf the nelgUbeehoe* 
to determine whether the vu under aarreillanoe, tnt was unable to 
detect any indications of taws* Aarly the fWlaedng wowing, 26 
Kay, she left the apartment-house by the rear exit and teak a 
circuitous ro’te to the nearest B-behn station, chare ebe boarded 
the firet train bound for an Cast Sector-stop* There ahe teek 
another train bound for an Seat Sector atop. There ahe took a 
V e s t b ound train, get off at the firet atop In Vest Berlin, and 
took a taxi to CAHBOHTDRATB^j neighborhood* Ttcring the taxi 
ride the driver, at her request, drove through a nuafoor of deeerted 
streets) at no Hue was she $bl t to detect a surveillance. She 
paid off the taxi dap^rer and talked the reet ef the way to CABBO- 
KTDBATR’e houee, 

6* After hearing the above account, C 3 and C -3 > node 
the following arrangements with CACARAffA 2i ahe would return to 
Sut Berlin inwedlately and wait for farther neve. Since on* of 
the interrogators had Indicated to bar at the end of her inter* 
rogation that he hoped the natter would be cleared up by 22 Nay, 
it was agreed that she would none to Vest Berlin again upon that 
date and report dtreetly to C. j ? what had happened in the 
wean tin. She was laetruetee t* give CAC ARANA * a nether the BOB 
telephone mriber in her posse ss ion eo that the latter could, If 
OAOlliNA 2 were arrested again, infers C of that fact. 
(CACAAAKA'e anther tawara nothing of her eeo'e and daughter-in- 
lew's clandestine Activities) she vas to 7>e told by CACARiHA 
2 that if CACARANA 2 herself should be arrested again, she 
should sail C ZJ and extend greetings free her daughter-in* 
law.) CACARANA 2 was also instructed to be especially careful, 
as she had indeed been, to rrold surveillances. 



After CACARANA 2 had returned to Sast Berlin with those 
Instructions, nothing further was beard until 3 June 1953* (CACARANA* s 
mother had been unable to wake telephone contact with BOB.) On the 
Homing of that day, CASBOHIDfttTE again cal *d BOB to state that he 
had inf or*s tioa ef interest to both £7 7J and £Z ~1 When the 
latter two a -rived at CARBOHYDRATE' s howa, they wet gacARAHA 2 in 
person, who then related the following story of what had happened 
frea the tine she left beet Berlin as described above and returned 
to her apartasn^gbn the 27th of M ty at 2030 the previously mentioned 
KHZBIROSS and Peter SCHUXfZ speared at the aprtnent, where they 
questioned her for two hoars, concentrating on the saws topics as in 
the previous interrogation. They farther asked her whether she kmrv 
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% a oertain Frsn FO2UB0W ted fled to tte Vast, (mUBOKI m 
•Miter Mite of CARBOHTDRATK in tte fekretarlat) te »»* arrested 
at tte mm Una as CACARAJUU) On *6 tey at 2000 hours tte saw 
te a ppe a red again ate ooteactad tte mm sort of interrogation. 

This tite, howwvsr, they infbmsd CACARAXA 2 that CACARAXA had 
Mte with tte innate of tte text cell and that both lawtes 
thought ttejr wold te able to rotary baa on tte evening of 29 tey • 

Tte in— to of tte next coll was YOfO Kcadsyar fan PWCH. Oft 30 
te/ at 2315, HJ9CS did in fact com to tte CACARAXA spertMnt ate 
is fer wsd CACARAXA 2 that tte affair of ter bnstete ate FUSXXBOUI 
ms nos being tetelod by tte 535. te brought greetti** fro* CACAa- 
. AKA and also tte saessefs that CACARAXA 2 "should not adult to mom 
than fire or six tints *” (CACARAXA 2 understood this to mo 
testings with CABBQOnmm in West Berlin.) PW» tether said 
that CACARAXA had boon interrogated by tte SSD for 13 or XU hours} 
that his wrists wars quite rsr| ste that all Ids nosolss acted. 

P88CS atttfxmote his Intention of fleelag to Vest Beilin as aeon as 
te left tte CACARAXA apartwnnt} but as te was on his way oat te 
ms ss&sed ate arrested by throe testers of tte 33D who hid apparently 
fsUesed hie them. CACABAXA 2 was also arrested aga in ate, tend- 
raffed, brought again to tte Pallee PrswU te CAC ARAXA 2 was 
brought to tte rote of tte shoes Motioned SSRXBCK&tf alee p r esent 
were KEXMKttS, Peter 9CK0LR, ate three eeteers of the SSD (not those 
ate hod arrested ter). There took plane then a erase eneLsetlon of 
sev era l h e ars d urati on la tte course of which CAC AR AXA 2 was in* 
fi t ted that ter husband had thrown a note into FUSCH's cell upon 
white sas written "Depend on m end do not edadt More then 5 or 6 
tltes*. ( CACARAXA ted given PCBCB tte uo—sge for his wife vextelly, 
through an opening bstssen tte two sells that teased tte co — nr 
light hwlb} te had also written tte eessegS down afterwards ate 
thr o wn It through ibis opening. In doing tte latter, however, he 
slwotlnalstsd tte tlM Ante - POM had already been released 
when tte note was thrown threaten Ate It was found by tte prison 
ateherttles wbsn tte next priaster was brought into PUSCH's sell,) 
the interro.wtera wanted te know on what date# the Meetings with 
CAtBQSIDRATK had taken place* CACARAXA 2 continued to slain that 
ste M s htt ad very little of tte whole matter, the interrogation 
was b roken off at apjbwodjteely 0500 on 31 Ray and CACARAXA 2 was 
taken te the Yolkspellsel jail on Keitelstr. Free that tins vatll 
appmdMtoly 1J00 on 2 daw, CACARAXA C was left alone In ter sail. 
Basing this entire period ate was net able te lie down eonfotftiUfr 
and ste aloe refused te take axy fora of notaistesnt.

investigating oawdttee of the free Jurists and that year life is 
reined «• long as your h abend is lx jail* Hoe veuld also like to j 
go hone todddi It lies el this year power to hake good again 
ev ery thing ehioh has happened up to war. I vllL oaks yea a eug* 
geettem* Tea do pot need to answer me Immediately bat will km tine 
to oonsider it* Tou will be released this evening* Tou ere to go 
to Vent Berlin in the near future, go through the regular refugee 
eheanele, and obtain a reeidenoe permit for Vest Berlin* Ida sill 
be reeogsieed as a political refugee, for every tine year sane 
sente up they viU knee hov to treat yon. We have good oonaeotlone 
to the Western enthovitlee) also to Xno Fiseher and Frieses Sir*, 
a# sell ae to the reeidenoe permit office.

Before answering, she asked 
vhat veuld happen to her buAand In the ^antiae If she should agree 
to hie suggestion* To tills he an s were d i "Tour husband xuaalns an 
agent in oar eyes and will be treated by us as such until we see 
that y ou will play seriously with os. As soon as wo are eonrlnced 
of tkls^ we will grant your husband swell advantage*. If you are 
suceeesful In passing sufficient material oooeemlng the free 
Jurists sad carbqbXB&ATB into the bends of the BSD then yea a ay 
return Immediately to the Democretie Sektor where you will receive 
an apartment on Stall nalloe* la this case, nothing will hap pen 
to peer husband. If you disappoint us, however, your husband -

be had* Tha 5SD wan prariserf to bring thaw to their naetdng on 
l6 June. CACARAHA 2 arrived bona o« 2200. On tha third of June 
at apprafwataly 0600, CACARAHA 2 left her spafrtwaat with her ean 
and travelled with extras ration to 8AR»*n*AXS*e brae. She 
detooted no wrawillanoe.
